Today’s Talk 


JUSTICE 
I have Just been reading over 
many of the great speeches of Wood­ 
row Wilson—and they were great 
speeches Most of them outstanding, 
and models of word selection, but 
most outstanding of all in what lie 
said, was the heart th a t lie made 
touch every word. 
All through the career of Wood­ 
row Wilson this thing of Justice, 
toward all men, stood out. As a 
teacher he taught and advocated It. 
As a college President, as Die Gov­ 
ernor of a great state, and finally as 
President of the United States, his 
high cry was for justice to all re­ 
gardless of race, creed or nation. 
A very fine book of Wilson selec­ 
tions w’as recently published and 
edited by A rthur B. Tourteilot and 
I have found the reading of it most 
inspiring. He quotes the phrase of a 
Berlin editor, uttered after the first 
World War, as follows: “Only one 
conqueror's work will endure: Wil­ 
son's thought." And then the author 
of this book makes the statem ent 
regarding Wilson that "he believed 
in Justice. Ile had faith in m an­ 
kind.” 
Just imagine how different this 
world would be today, had its lead­ 
ers 
sought 
only 
justice 
toward 
people. You could dump a carload 
of laws and Just leave one that 
stood for Justice and we would be 
very well governed, if th a t law was 
enforced. 
If we are just to our nearest 
neighbor, to our friends, to those 
with whom we deal in business, and 
to all those under our care as em ­ 
ployes or associates, we would have 
little complaint to offer at any time. 
Wendell Phillips used 
to repeat, 
over and over again: "Above a l l - 
Justice.” Well, isn’t it above all? 
Aren’t most of our troubles over in­ 
justice? Why are there so many 
strikes among laborers? Wily! Ab­ 
solute justice would almost create 
a heaven on earth here and now. 
Then why should we shy so much 
from it? W hy should we not en­ 
deavor to put justice to work and 
make It a rule of our lives? 
When any trouble arises, it would 
be well for us to ajsk ourselves 
whether we are acting justly or not. 
Tbat's about all 
there is to the 
Golden Rule—justice! Injustice is 
the road to tyranny—always.
